The second lecture of the course on APPLIED MECHANICS was 
delivered by Prof.GoopEvr, He said:—In my last lecture I pointed 
out how you could produce a true plane surface by operating on 
three planes; how you could pass on from this (or rather with two 
of these) to produce a bar with perfectly parallel sides. That is the 
first step in construction. Then I showed you how you could make 
them rectangular, and form a rectangular bar; and, lastly, how you 
could obtain a plane surface perfectly at right angles to the geome- 
trical axis of the bar; on this depends the power of measurement, 
after the manner I mentioned. 

To-night I wish to treat of a new discovery in the mechanism of 
motion, which it is hoped will produce good results, and lead to an 
increased knowledge of what can be effected by the combined mo- 
tion of parts. The original discovery was made many years ago 
(in 1862) by a French officer, but nothing more was heard of it; it 
was afterwards discovered again in Russia by a young student, who 
was rewarded for it by order of the Emperor. It was introduced 
into London lately by Prof. Silvester, and a patent taken out for the 
invention. I will begin in a very elementary manner, and endea- 
vour to make it quite clear to you. The first step in this geometry 
of motion is the conversion of circular into rectangular motion. 
Circular motion is necessarily made up of two rectangular move- 
ments. If you take two lines at right angles to each other, and 
make a point travel in a circular path, you will find that that point 
is really travelling parallel to both of the lines through a certain 
space, and these two movements going on together make up the 
circular motion. If you can suppress one of these movements (as 
by letting the pin move in a slot parallel to this direction) you will 
get a reciprocating movement in the direction of the other. The 
circle then represents the sum of these two movements, and we may, 
therefore, compare it to the diagram of work of a steam-engine, 
obtained after the manner of Watt. A person not educated asa 
mechanic looks at a curve and sees only the outline. whereas a per- 
son who has been so educated looks on that curve ina different 
light, for he reads in it the amount and relation of two movements 
—the pressure of the steam and motion of the piston. Now let us 
proceed a step further. We will take two bars, A B, C D, centred 
at A and D, and connected by a link, BC, If I place a pencil at B 
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it will describe a circular arc about A asa centre; if I place it at C 
it will describe a similar arc, about Das a centre. But what will 
occur if I place the pencil at some intermediate point, some point 
in the link? If A B,C D, are equal to each other, and I place the 
— in the middle point, E, of the link, it will describe a straight 

ine; but this line only holds for a certain distance, on extending 
the motion you will find it is only a portion of a figure of 8, This 
is the principle of Watt’s parallel motion. 

We next come to another kind of parallel motion—parallel mo- 
tion, that is in one sense, inasmuch as it will require a guide. This 
next one is founded on a well-known proposition in Kuclid—that 
the angle in a semicircle is always a rightangle. I have here a bar, 
B C, which at its middle point, A, is loosely 
pivoted to another bar, A D, half as long, 
which is moveable about D as a centre. 
Therefore, since A B, A C, and A D are equal, 
the three points, B, D, C, always lie in a semi- 
circle, and the le, B, D, C, will always be 
aright angle. If C be constrained to move 
along the line C D, then a pencil placed at B 
will describo astraight line, BD. On a move- 
able plane, connected with the bar, A B, and 
moving with it, the pencil really describes a ” 
circle; on the fixed plane it describes a straight line.

can always be drawn through the three points B, A, E, whether the 
smaller figure be a square or lozenge shape; and there is always 
this relation holds good—A A x B E=(B C)*—(C A)’, 

Then we come to our last arrangement, which differs from the 
one just described in having a guide, 
A G, the length of which may be 
slightly varied. B and G are fixed 
points, acting as centres for the ar- 
rangement, the other parts are jointed 
and freely moveable, With a certain 
length of A G the point, E, will de- 
scribe a perfectly true geometrical 
straight line; with a different length C 
of AG, E will describe a circle. The mechanical objection which 
will probably be raised to this invention is that there are too many 
moving parts, and as a general rule the fewer the number of parts 
employed in producing any result the better the arrangement as a 
piece of mechanism. This arrangement of bars, however, I wish you 
to see, will give you a perfectly true parallel motion. Looked at as 
apoint of geometry it is very interesting, and the mathematicians 
have already done a great deal with it. 

I have already shown you that we may look on movement in a 
circle as made up of two distinct movements at right angles to each 
other, and perfectly equal and similar; in a similar manner the 
ellipse and other curves can be analysed into component motions, 
which, though not eqnal, are yet related to each other in a definite 
manner. The lecturer then referred to Tisley’s compound pendulum, 
a specimen of which was shown and worked by the inventor. He 
said that when you seta pendulum in motion the time it takes to 
oscillate depends upon the length of the pendulum; if you have 
two pendulums, which you want to swing together, you must take 
care to have their length perfectly equal. There is also another 
point to be considered in the case of pendulums, as ordinarily sus- 
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pended—the length of the arc through which they swing; for there 
is a slight difference in the time the pendilum takes to describe 
arcs of different lengths, owing to its swinging in a circular path: 
this is known as the circularerror. There isa means of eliminating 
this error, in a manner very interesting to the mechanic—by making 
the upper part of the string of the pendulum wrap itself on a por- 
tion of an arc of a curve known asthe cycloid. If you take a circle 
and roll it on a plane surface, and as it rolls round once trace the 
path which a point on the edge of the circle describes, you will get 
this figure—the cycloid—and the peculiarity of it is that bodies fall- 
ing along such a curve fall to the bottom in the same time, irre- 
spective of the length of the path they have to travel. Two ordinary 
pendulums, therefore, swinging together would not exactly coin- 
cide, even though of the same length, unless the length of their 
arcs of swing were equal; and, therefore, the curve the two move- 
ments would together make up changes in position. This was 
shown by the compound pendulum, which began at first by tracing 
out a curve almost a circle, but gradually sunk through ellipses 
more and more narrow till it came toa straight line. The same 
combination of movements was shown by means of two vibrating 
tuning forks, which carried small mirrors, a beam of light fell on 
the mirror on one, was reflected on the mirror of the other, and 
thence to the screen, where it traced out most delicate and beautiful 
figures as the forks vibrated. 

The lecturer took a true plane, and used it as a mirror, and by 
means of it was enabled to get a good image of the coal points 
thrown on the screen. He said this showed what could be done 
merely by the process of scraping, for this plane was just in the 
condition in which it was sent out from the workshop, and had not 
been subjected to any further process of polishing, indeed that was the 
time the experiment had been tried. Recurring to the floating of two 
true planes, he said that it had been found by Prof. Tyndall that 
they would float in a vacuum equally as well as in the air (and the 
experiment was tried under the air-pump, and succeeded perfectly), 
therefore the floating could not be due to the presence of a film of 
air. Moreover, the plates adhered strongly if slightly rubbed to- 
gether while under the air-pump, and that, therefore, could not be 
due to atmospheric pressure; there could, he thought, be no doubt 
that it was due to molecular attraction. The question as to what 
causes them to float was another matter, and had not yet received 
any good explanation. 











CLEVELAND, AND THE WORLD’S IRON TRADE, 


Mr. J. S, Jeans, of Darlington, read a paper on the above subject 
before the Society of Cleveland Engineers, from which the follow- 
ing passages are extracted :— 

DURATION OF SuPPLY.—The Cleveland ironstone has been esti- 
mated by Bewick to extend over an area of not less than 420 miles. 
Allowing a yield of 20,000 tons per acre, it has been calculated that 
the main seam of the district contains close on 5,000,000,000 tons. 
Not a few estimates have been made regarding the probable dura- 
tion of this supply. Mr. Cockburn, manager of the Upleatham 
Mines, in a paper read before this Institute in the year 1869-70, 
calculated that first-class stone would be found in the Cleveland 
hills for 73 years to come, allowing an average weekly consump- 
tion of 75,000 tons, It is pretty well known that this consul p- 
tion has already been surpassed. Including the ironstone vended 
from the Rosedale Mines of Messrs, Morrison and Leeman, and the 
Hinderwell Mines of Palmer’s Shipbuilding Company, the total 
average weekly output of ore is now over 100,000 tons, so that, ac- 
cording to Mr. Cockburn’s estimate, the period of the exhaustion of 
our best mineral—assuming a continued ratio of increase—is likely 
to be arrived at within (say) the next 60 years. Mr. Cockburn’s 
calculation, I believe, leaves the top seam, as well as the upper and 
lower oolitic, intact, and yet Bewick placed the duration of the 
same source of supply at 680 years, and allowed 800 or 900 years as 
the limit of duration over which the inferior seams would be capa- 
ble of extending. Mr, Jones, secretary of the Cleveland Ironmasters’ 
Association, is reported to have stated in 1872 to the committee on 
the Cleveland Extension Railway Bill, that the supply of ironstone 
in the Cleveland district would last for a hundred years at an in- 
creasing ratio of consumption, and it was calculated by the same 
gentleman at that time there were about 300,000,000 tons under 
lease and worked, being equal to 37 years’ consumption at the rate 
of 7,740,000 tons perannum. It is of little use taking into account 
the thin and inferior seams, as they are nearly all too coarse and 
silicious, and contain too small a percentage of iron to defray the 
cost of working. It is, therefore, on the main seam that the pro- 
spects and prosperity of Cleveland must depend. It would proba- 
bly be found that with a more exact definition of the area of the 
ironstone field embraced within their calculations the figures given 
by Messrs. Bewick and Cockburn would more nearly coincide than 
they now appear to do; but whichever estimate we accept, the 
period of the exhaustion of our supplies of ironstone is placed at so 
remote a date that it need not further enter into our calculations. 
It has hitherto been, and still is, the custom to speak of the iron- 
stone of Cleveland as practicably inexhaustible, and this we may 
here confidently assume to be the fact. 

COMPARED WITH OTHER IRON FIELDs, the ironstone can be 
worked at a cheap cost. Until within the last three years its price 
did not generally exceed 3s, 6d. per ton, and it could be mined for 
10d. per ton. There is scarcely any other district in which more 
economical results are obtained. In Lincolnshire, it is true, the ore 
is quarried at a cost of 6d. to 8d. per ton, and is sold at the mine for 
2s. 6d. to 3s., but then the ironmakers of Cleveland will not hesitate 
to affirm that the Lincolnshire ore is not so uniformly well adapted 
for smelting purposes as the ore of Clevelan]; and when it was 
found necessary last year to make use of it in lieu of the native 
stone, it involved no end of trouble in the working. Scotland has 
what seems at first sight a superior advantage to Cleveland in the 
closer juxtaposition of its minerals, the splint coal being found not 
unfrequently in the same measures that yield theironore ; but both 
the splint or smelting coal and the blackband ironstone of Scotland 
are near exhaustion, and retrogression has consequently marked the 
course of the Scotch iron trade during the lasttwo years. Stafford- 
shire and Wales have such inadequate supplies of local ore that 
they are compelled to import the great bulk of what they consume 
from foreign sources. Northampton has of late been brought into 
considerable prominence as a source of supply, but the position of 
that district is even worse than that of either of the three older dis- 
tricts here enumerated, seeing that it labours under the insuperable 
want of a proximate source of coal supply.

There is no other European country that threatens to come 
within sight of England in the manufacture of iron, if we eXcept 
Belgium, which has long been held up as the bété noir of the British 
industrial, and of whose rivalry we are still hearing Teports from 
day to day. No one who knows anything about the relative indus 
trial conditions of the two countries will seriously admit that any 
ultimate danger is threatened to England from Belgian competition 
Here and there a Belgian firm has wrested an order from the Eng. 
lish iron trade ; and the competition thus confronting us has been 
more seriously felt since the tide of industrial prosperity com. 
menced to ebb, some 15 or 18 months ago. But there can be nope. 
manency in the hold which the Belgians have been able to seizg 
upon the markets of Europe. So far as its natural resources are con. 
cerned, Belgium is one of the most impoverished nations in Europe, 
Its coal field does not cover an area of more than 510 square miles, 
as compared with 5400 square miles of coal area in Great Britain, 
Its collieries are generally worked under very great difficulties, 
and its ironstone is all but exhausted. Out of 700,000 tons of iron 
ore required to produce the 610,000 tons of pig-iron made in Bel- 
gium in 1871, not more than 100,000 tons were raised in Belgium 
itself, the residue being almost entirely from the Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg, so that the bulk of the ore has to be carried adistancg 
of over 100 miles, while much of the ore does not contain more than 
26 to 27 per cent. of iron. But, in addition to these drawbacks, 
neither the ironstone nor the fuel supplies of Belgium are equal in 
quality to those of England. The fact is that the Belgians hold 
their high position among industrial nations not because butin spite 
of the natural resources of their country. Cheap labour, an avoid- 
ance of all avoidable waste, contentment with small profits, and 
patient industry have really and solely made Belgium what it is; 
and I hope that I shall not be considered presumptuous if I venture 
to add my opinion that it has reached its utmost limit of develop: 
ment so far as the iron trade isconcerned. Already it imports from 
England a great deal of the pig-iron and fuel required for its manv- 
factures, and so long as it is handicapped to this extent it is mani- 
fest that “if England to herself do prove but true,” nothing that 
Belgium can do need furnish cause for alarm or apprehension. 
AMERICAN CoMPETITION.—And now I approach what is to me 
the most interesting, and to others will appear the most important, 
part of my subject—the consideration of the rivalry that the iron 
trade of England is henceforth to experience from America, and pro- 
bable extent to which American ironmakers will in the future supple 
ment or supersede the iron production of this country. Hitherto, it 
must beadmitted, the iron trade of America has not made the progress 
that was reasonably to be expected, notwithstanding that it has 
been unnaturally stimulated by a protective tariff of import duties 
There are five iron-making regions in the United States, of various 
extent and importance. Chief among these is the region of Lake 
Superior, the great tract of country lying west of the Alleghanies, 
It extends by Lakes Superior, Huron, and Erie towards New York 
State, and by Lake Michigan into Wisconsin, Illinois, and Indiana, 
and abounds in ores yielding from 50 to 60 and even 70 per cent. of 
iron. In the Michigan iron range there is an immense deposit of 
the best black magnetic ore, which yields from 65 to 69 per cent, 
of iron, For the most part these deposits lie within easy reach, 
and mining is never deep and difficult as in this country. Often it 
is mere quarrying, and the “bluffs” which contain the ores fre- 
quently allow of tunnelling, with a slope under the ground. All 
through the States, indeed, there is an abundance of iron ore of & 
quality rarely found in this country, and in the Lake Superior region 
alone 1,197,000 tons of iron ore were raised in 1873, valued at the 
mines at over $8,000,000. The fuel of America is generally well 
adapted for smelting purposes, and distinguished for a high degree 
of purity. It is not, however, so much in the superior quality 0 
its resources as in their magnitude that America will yap 
overtake and ultimately surpass Great Britain. The coal fields ¢ 
the United States are estimated by Prof. Rogers to cover an area 0 
196,650 square miles, while a further coal area of 7530 square miles 
is contained in the British Provinces of North America, making to- 
gether a total coal area of 200,000 square miles, as against 5400 —_ 
miles of coal area in Great Britain. These figures simply represel 
the difference between an easily exhaustible and a practically inex- 
haustible supply, for although much of the coal of the United States 
may not be within reach of working, there will be millions bs. 
millions of tons left unworked when the last ounce of availa : 
coal has been extracted from the coal fields of Great Britain ; andi 
ever England is reduced to the necessity of importing her fuel from 
America or China, “the day of her manufacturing prosperity

Meetings of Lublic Companies.

DON PEDRO NORTH DEL REY GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The adjourned thirteenth ordinary general meeting of shareholders 
was held on Thursday, at the London Tavern, 
Mr. 8. LLoyp Foster in the chair. 
Mr. Joun E. Dawson (the managing director) read the notice 
convening the meeting. The report of the directors was taken as read. 
The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, I have to move that the report 
and statement of accounts as presented to this meeting and circulated 
amongst you be received and adopted, and in doing so I shall make a 
few remarks, but as I think it is the first time that I have had the 
honour of presiding over any of the meetings of the Don Pedro when 
there has been a satisfactory—or at least, a comparatively satisfactory 
—balance-sheet to present, I may revert at some little length to the 
position of the mine. I am quite sure thatit will be for the good of 
the company and for the good of the shareholders that I should do so, 
because I do think we are getting into better times. (Hear, hear.) 
This day 12 months—though last year the Thursday fell, of course, on 
the April 16—we last met. I had then the pleasure of explaining, 
so far as I could, the position of our mine, and the steps we had taken 
to get it into a profitable dividend-paying condition. Those who 
were present at that meeting will remember that, after stating the 
circumstances under which and for what reasons we had changed 
the management, I expressed the opinion held by myself and my 
colleagues—that we should, in consequence of that and other changes, 
not only get more information as to the working of our mines and 
the nature of our property than we had had before, but, if our in- 
structions were carried into effect, we should be able to retrieve— 
to some considerable extent at least—our position, both by the re- 
duction of expenditure and the increase we hoped to get in the produce by the in- 
troduction of better machinery and a better mode of extracting the gold from the 
ore. I also stated that we hoped this year to show you better results, and I think 
I ventured to state that the mine was, in my opinion, in a better state, or likely to 
be very shortly in a better state, than it had been for some time past. This state- 
ment, I think, the accounts and reports befare you clearly prove to have been amply 
verified, and also, I think, reflect great credit on the management in Brazil, and 
also on the management of your affairs over here, by Mr. Dawson, your managing 
director, and my colleagues, all of whom, I must say, have been most energetic 
and anxious to bring this property back to at least somewhat of its former pro- 
sperous state. (Hear, hear.) Since we last met the directors have taken, I may 
say, the very greatest pains to select a successor to the principal mining captain— 
Capt. Inch—who is shortly returning, owing to his term of engagement having 
expired, but who agreed to continue his services a short time longer, in order to 
initiate Capt. Blamey into his duties, and give him (Capt. Blamey) the benefit of 
his experience of these particular mines. Before leaving this subject, I wish to 
call attention to the very handsome manner in which Capt. Inch has acted, because 
I think he is fully entitled to and deserves a formal acknowledgment of the 
services he has rendered the company. We have also} sent out a gentleman 
connected with and highly recommended by the Recife and San Francisco Rail- 
way Company to take charge of the accounts. And we have just sent out six 
English miners, who have been selected with the greatest care we have been able 
to exercise. Now, you will excuse me, I have no doubt, if I go somewhat into 
matters connected more especially with the report now before you, as I desire to 
place the position of the company as clearly as I can, not only before you, but 
also before the other shareholders who may hear of or read my remarks. You 
will notice that the gold return for 1874 has amounted to 70,268 oits. It may not 
be out of place here to explain the relative value of an oitava, as to some of the 
entlemen present the subject may be unfamiliar, The oitava is one-eighth of a 
Portuguese ounce, and a Portuguese ounce is a trifle less than an English ounce. 
Thus, it may be considered that 834 Portuguese ounces equal 8 ounces Troy. You 
will also notice that the working expenses have been 35,071/., as compared with 
41,813/. in 1873. The loss on the last year’s operations was 4354/. The whole of 
this was incurred in the first half of the year ending June, 1874. Reverting one 
moment to the working expenses, I would point out that the considerable saving 
effected during 1874 was effected in spite of the small pox, which you are aware raged 
in the neighbourhood, Under those circumstances, for not only was labour scarce, 
but provisions dearer, I think it is very creditable to the management that so large 
a saving should have been made. (Hear, hear.) And now, passing on to the loss 
incurred in 1874, I would recall to your minds that when [ met you 12 months since 
I stated that I hoped in two months to put the company in sucha position as that, 
at all events, it would pay its way. Now, in drawing attention to the reduced ex- 
penditure, I think it desirable to state that it is not claimed to be entirely owing to 
more economical working, as, no doubt, less dead work has been done, but, even 
admitting this, a considerable saving has been effected. Now, the directors consider 
that very great credit is dueto Mr. Bushmanin the matter. It will be remembered 
that he took the management in April, 1874, and the shareholders will, no doubt, 
have noticed that the cost has been diminishing month by month ever since. (Hear, 
hear.) And this has not been done at a sacrilice of efficiency or of a diminution of 
the output, but by a judiciously exercised economy. The shareholders will, of 
course, understand that the directors do not intend to rest satisfied with the present 
expenditure, but will continue to use every means for still further reducing the 
cost consistently with the efficient working of the mine, There was another point 
of great importance—the reduction of ores obtained from the mines—and the di- 
rectors have accordingly been watching with great interest the results obtained by 
the jigging machinery, This subject is of the greatest importance, and is referred 
to in the directors’ report and the reduction officer's report, which gives, I think, 
in a satisfactory manner the various working details, I would now, however, 
like to call your attention to one deduction which may be drawn from the results 
obtained during the past year as to the working of this jigging machinery. Pre- 
suming the ore which was treated by the jigging machineryand the ‘‘canoas” 
respectively to have been of a similar character, and there is no reason to suppose 
anything to the contrary, it appears that the jigging machine extracted 1°918, or 
nearly 2 oits. per ton, whereas the canoas extracted only a trifle over 1 oit.—1:023 
—showing a difference in favour of the jigging machinery of nearly 1 oit. per ton. 
(Cheers.) Now, in 1874 the jiggers treated 25,832 tons, so that they extracted ab- 
solutely 23,119 oits. more than would have been got out had the ore been treated 
by the canoas. The jigging machinery may be said, therefore, to have saved the 
company during the year neariy 10,000/. worth of gold. This is highly satisfactory 
to the directors, and [I cannot but think that it must be equally so to the share- 
holders. I may observe in passing that Mr. Dawson was, I believe, the first person 
to point out the loss that was incurred in the then mode of treatment during his 
stay in Brazil. (Hear, hear.) The more efficient working of the pumping ma- 
chinery during 1874 has enabled the inciine shaft to be sunk nearly 10 fms. on the 
dip, and in September last the 35 fm. cross-cut was commenced, and is now being 
driven to intersect the lodes at that depth. On Jan. 23 last the No. 8 lode was in- 
tersected, and the favourable produce for February and March this year resulted 
therefrom. Further, Iam pleased to be able to state that the profits made this 
year—during the months of January, February, and March—have almost, if not 
uite, recouped the loss sustained during the firstsix months of last year. (Cheers.) 
t is estimated by the mine captains that the reserves of ore available above the 
horizon of the 35 fm. cross-cut will supply sufficient mineral to maintain the pre 
sent output for at least two years. (Hear, hear.) There is one other subject which 
deserves more attention than it has hitherto received—I refer to the question of 
explorations. Attention has been given to it to some extent during past years, 
but, from various causes, little has been really done. Each successive manager 
has expressed hopes of doing more in the coming year. Sometimes it has been 
the want of force: whilst at other times it has been neglected somewhat, I fancy, 
in consequence of the extraordinary results obtained in years gone by, reducing 
the immediate necessity for such work. Ido not intend in any way to cast re 
flections on former managers, but it is to be regretted that a force was not orga- 
nised for a systematic exploration of the company’s property during those years 
when such high returns of gold were obtained, as then the cost would not have 
been felt. More recently, when returns have not met expenses, the cost of exploring 
has been relatively more noticeable, but so convinced were the directors of the ad- 
visability of taking the matter energetically in hand that they decided that a 
special force should be organised for systematically exploring the company’s pro- 
yerty, and they sent out instructions to the manager to that effect before receiving 
his annual report, in which he strongly urges the same step. Now, I do not lay 
so much stress upon the necessity of exploring from any fear that our present lode 
is worked out; on the contrary, I think, and it must be apparent to you from the 
reports which have just been issued that our prospects are far more cheering than 
they have been for a long time past. (Hear, hear.) But, as I understand, 
it is generally supposed that Maquine contains other lodes as valuable as that now 
being worked on, and in my opinion we should endeavour to find some of them. 
Now, with regard to the question of drainage, the opinion which I gather from 
the reports with regard to drainage is that we have no occasion to anticipate 
any serious difficulties, The water in the course of 15 months has increased from 
16 to 20 ft. per minute, yet with the improvements which have been made in the 
pumping arrangements this increased volume is being easily dealt with, and quite 
recently, when the water had risen during a temporary stoppage of the pumps, 
the pumps on being again set to work raised 24 cubic feet per minute easily. (Hear, 
hear.) Therefore, we appear to have a fair margin of pumping power, and the 
mine captains state that should the water increase the permanent pumping- 
wheel can be utilised at a small expense—that is, withgut going to the expense 
of completing this costly machinery in the way originally intended. In one word, 
I believe we Lave now got at last the question of pumping well in hand, and that 
we have the means of bringing additional power to bear as it becomes, or should 
it become, necessary. Now, lastly, as to the quality of the lodes before ug. This 
question is of most vital importance as to our future—the reserves and the quality 
of the lode not only in them, but in depth. This, as you are well aware, it is im- 
possible to speak definitely upon. Jacotinga mines, of all mines, are most fluc 
tuating, and it is as well to bear this in mind, more especially as our prospects 
seem just now more encouraging, and I would strongly recommend this to the 
consideration of every investing shareholder.

Then,as 
regarded the other question, relative to the permanent pumping machinery, the 
shareholders might remember there had {been a 60-ft. wheel put up at the mine, 
hat had been done in last August twelvemonth. The utilisation of that wheel 
would be in this way—provided the 30 ft. wheel (Dawson’s wheel), which had 
been considerably improved since its erection, proved sufficient for the work well 
and good; but should it be found insufficient, then they would have recourse to 
the larger wheel. Doubtless when the workings increased in depth the necessity 
for it would arise. 

A SHAREHOLDER: Have you any intention of making a call ?——The CHAIRMAN 
replied that he had not the slightest intention of making a call; on the contrary, 
he trusted that before meeting the shareholders again next year the company 
would be in a position to declare a dividend. (Cheers.) He thought it would be 
wise—having got into better circumstances—to let the shareholders have an oppor- 
tunity of taking up the balance of the unallotted shares—7052 in number. He in- 
tended proposing at the next board meeting that the shares should be offered to 
the existing proprietors, and should there remain any on hand the directors 
be authorised to dispose of them as they thought best. If there were any left 
over he himself should feel very much inclined to take them up. Indeed, he 
might say he had had an offer froma friend of his, who was willing to take the 
whole of them at par. The acquisition of this additional capital would entirely do 
away with the necessity of making acall. He thought the latest accounts from 
tlie mine warranted them in looking upon their property as one of great promise, 
and he hoped to see before long, if not the 100 per cent. dividends which they had 
before, at least very satisfactory returns. (Hear, hear.) 

The resolution for the adoption of the report and accounts was then put and car- 
ried unanimously. 

Mr. W. SILLS proposed the re-election of Mr. 8. L. Foster and Colonel Weller, 
direetors retiring by rotation, and in doing so testified to the valuable services 
rendered to the company by those gentlemen, particularly the Chairman. 

Mr. Hrw1 seconded the resolution, which was then put and carried unanimously. 
The CHAIRMAN briefly acknowledged the compliment. 

A resolution was then passed re-appointing Messrs. Quilter, Ball, and Co. as 
auditors for the ensuing year, at a remuneration of 30/. 

The CHAIRMAN, in answer toa question, said the board had been advised that 
the model of the mine they had given instructions to make was on its way to this 
country. On itsreaching the office of the company a circular would be forwarded 
to each shareholder informing him of the fact, so that he might come and view it. 
On the motion of Mr, HIvt, a cordial vote of thanks was accorded to the Chair- 
man and directors, when the proceedings closed. 





OVERSEAL COLLIERY COMPANY. 


A meeting of shareholders was held at the Guildhall Tavern, yes- 
terday, Mr. W. G. Crate in the chair. 

The SECRETARY read the directors’ report, which stated that the 
board regretted to have to inform the shareholders that since the 
last general meeting, in consequence of the quality being inferior, 
the working of the Lcoal had been abandoned. They had continued 
sinking |the shaft to the four-feet seam, the boring to the main 
seam had been continued to the depth of 253 yards, and there were 
indications that the main seam was not much below that depth. 
The cash at present at the disposal of the directors was insufficient to proceed with 
either the shaft or the boring, and unless the shareholders paid up their calls at 
once the work at the colliery must be suspended. Two courses might be suggested 
—one was to continue the boring, and proceed with the sinking of the shaft, and in 
the event of the main seam being proved there would be no difficulty in getting 
money to work it; and failing that, the only course was for the company to go into 
liquidation. 

‘The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, said that no 
cash was paid for the property, as the vendor received the amount paid in 9000/. in 
fully paid-up shares, The present amount of available cash in the hands of the 
directors was 96/. 8s. 3d., and there were unpaid calls amounting to 525/,, which if 
paid would enable them to continue the boring to the main seam, and also the 
sinking the shaft to the four-feet seam. The borings showed indications of ap- 
proaching the main seam, and he pointed out that if once that main seam were 
proved there would be no difficulty whatever in obtaining the necessary amount 
of money to work it. There was no better coal in the market than that of the 
main seam, which In the neighbouring collieries fetched 16s. and 16s. 6d. at the 
pit’s mouth. He believed the best thing to do would be for the shareholders to 
pay up the outstanding calls, which would enable them to continue the boring to 
the main seam and the sinking of the shaft to the four-feet seam, otherwise they 
must wind up, and sell the property for the best price they could get. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked at what depth the main seam had been discovered and 
was worked in the adjoining collieries? 

The CHAIRMAN said at about the same depth that the borings on this company’s 
property had been carried. It was believed about 15 yards further, at the outside, 
the main seam would be reached. The main seam was worked on both sides of the 
company’s property, and was about 16 ft. in thickness. If the property was sold 
to-morrow, it would realise a very fair sum. 

The ENGINEER said he quite approved of the suggestion of the Chairman. He 
pointed out, as an important fact, that there was very little water to deal with in 
the mine. 

Several shareholders expressed an opinion that the course suggested by the di- 
rectors was the wisest to pursue. 

The report and accounts were then adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN said that directly the main seam was cut and the four-feet seam 
proved—which would probably be within a month—the shareholders would be 
called together. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors closed the proceedings. 





WHITEHAVEN IRON MINES COMPANY. 


An ordinary general of shareholders was held, yesterday, at the 
London Tavern,—The Right Hon. the Earl of DEVON in the chair. 

Mr. J. W. MARSHALL (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting, and the report of the directors was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said it would not be necessary to trouble the 
shareholders at any length in moving the adoption of the report 
and accounts. The report was a short one; and, looking at the dif- 
ficulties in which the iron trade generally had been surrounded, he 
trusted that, on the whole, they would not think it an unsatisfac- 
tory one. The price which the ore had realised was more than could 
now be obtained for it, as it had been sold under a contract made 
some time since; at the same time, looking at the steps which had 
been made to facilitate and cheapen the transit of the ore by means 
of a railway, he hoped that in future this would tend to counter- 
balance to a considerable extent the diminished price of theore. It 
was obviously undesirable to press the bringing of the ore into the 
market unduly or too frequently, consequently the stock of ore had 
greatly increased. As regarded the railway, to which the directors 
had always looked as a material point in the prosperity of the 
company, he was happy to inform the shareholders that it was now 
so nearly completed that ore had been sent over it during the past week, although 
all the works were not quite completed; the directors hoped it would be entirely 
open for general goods traffic and ore traffie by the first week in May. Without 
expressing undue confidence, or leading the shareholders to expect greater results 
than could be reasonably anticipated, perhaps he might be allowed to mention 
that this railway, passing so near to their works, was so circumstanced that it 
might probably be the commencement of a line of railway connecting the centre 
of the Lake district with the sea. The terminus of the railway at Boot was only 
14 or 15 miles from Keswick, which might be said to be the centre of the Lake 
district ; and as soon as the line was opened for passenger traffic it was anticipated 
that even now, isolated as the line was, there would in sammer be a considerable 
influx of passengers to that beautiful part of the Valley of the Esk ; and if at some 
future time it was sought to connect that district with the sea this railway was 
the necessary key to the position. In addition, there was the fact that there were 
two or three mines on the opposite side of the valley from which it was antici- 
pated traffic would come over the railway. The reserves on the mine had in- 
creased, according to estimate, from 100,000 to 129,000 tons during the past year ; 
but, of course, as soon as the railway was opened for daily work the amount of 
reserves would be very materially diminished, as now the railway was finished 
they would be in a position to carry a much larger quantity of ore from the mine 
than hitherto. In conclusion, he (the Chairman) would move the adoption of the 
report and accounts. 

Mr. JAMES JENNtNGsS said he had very great pleasure in seconding the resolu- 
tion. Although the steel and iron trades were still under a cloud still, when the 
company was in a position to deliver a large quantity of ore it would be a great 
advantage, that would, lhe hoped, prove a source of considerable profit to the com- 
pany. He thought that, perhaps, it would be desirable to explain to the share- 
holders the reason why a larger quantity of ore had not been carted down to 
Ravenglass, because it was desirable, if 1 profit had to be made, to send as much 
produce to market as possible, in order to make that profit; but the company had 
been rather exceptionally situated in that matter, and it was not so much that the 
directors were disinclined to send the ore down as that they could not get the cart- 
age for it. The contractors could not see their way to send a large quantity of ore, 
otherwise a larger quantity would have been sent down. Whilst the railway had 
been under construction the features of the iron and steel trade had changed ; but 
when the railway got into full working order he hoped they would be able to send 
down 500 or 600 tons of ore per week, instead of between 100 and 200 tons, as at 
present.

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SUCCESSFUL MINING AT LAKE SUPERIOR.

CoaL-CuTTInG MACHINERY.—M‘¥. P. Hiaas, C.E., of Cardiff, has 
patented some improvements incoal-cutting machines, part of which improvements 
is applicable to reciprocating hydraulic engines generally. The invention relates 
chiefly to hydraulic coal-cutting machinery, the return stroke being effected by the 
resilience of a spring, or of air which has been compressed by the forward or cut- 
ting stroke of the piston itself, a suitable valve arrangement being employed for 
releasing the water at the end of the stroke. The pump which supplies the hy- 
draulic power is by preference a continuation of the cylinder, but it may be a 
separate pump connected either directly or from an accumulator with the cylinder. 
Steam or compressed air may be used for producing the cutting stroke. In the 
accumulator, where used, the pressure from a ram of a hydraulic press is substi- 
tuted for the pressure of a weight, so that the accumulator may be either hori-

this month our prospects are een improving, both as to obtaining an in- 
creased quantity of ore and an improved yield, as well as fiving due consideration 
to permanency. I have no doubt whatever that we shall be able to treat quite 
3000 tons per month shortly; at the same time it must not be considered that it 
is a simple question of keeping the mill supplied, as we have large quantities of 
ore which would not pay under any circumstances.

BIRDSEYE CREEK.—W. G. 8. Powers, March 20: My last was 
dated the 10th inst, since which there has been no material change in matters here, 
The weather continues dry as usual, and we have not had as much as one shower 
since March came in. The water keeps up to about 550 in., which gives us about 
12 hours washing in the 24in Neece claim. The rock in Peechey Tunnel is very 
hard in both faces, and we are not making quite our usual headway for this month, 
but yet I think we shall make the connection by the 3lst, It looks like a storm 
this morning for the first time since March came in, and if I should be fortunate 
enough to get plenty of rain during the remainder of this month and in April it 
will help out the season quite materially.

REMARKS.—There is no new feature to report upon in regard to the 
state of the metal trade since our last issue. Trade generally has not 
revived, and until this is the case it is highly improbable that the 
position of metals will exhibit any material alteration; but no 
sooner shall resuscitation be observable in any branch of commerce 
than metals are pretty sure to become active. It isremarkable how 
during so protracted a period of inactivity metals have maintained so strong a 
position. The fluctuations have been singularly slight, and as the demand has de 
creased in like proportion, the make has decreased, so that stocks are not in ex 
cess ; indeed, in some cases stocks are very low, and should siidden demand spring 
up it might not be an easy matter to meet it without causing buyers a certain 
amount of inconvenience. So far as the finances of the country are concerned, 
there is no reason to suppose that any monetary difficulties should interfere with 
the due development of trade. No increase to taxation is required, and the aspect 
of affairs generally is healthy. The political atmosphere is unclouded, and there is 
no cause to anticipate that any complications are likely to arise which should render 
more than ordinary caution in commercial circles necessary. The causes which 
appear to be in operation to hinder the progress of trade are hardly such as to ae 
count for the continuous depression which exists. Among such causes may be 
cited the latenessof the season, which has kept back the northern ports from being 
opened, and retarded spring trade—the recurrence from time to time of failures, 
which has tended to shake public confidence, and the lack of a good understanding 
between employers and employed. Thislast cause has militated more than any 
other in bringing about the present condition of affairs. Whether the steps now 
being taken to place the relations of workmen and masters upon a firmer basis 
shall result in a successful issue still remains problematical, but until the question 
is finally disposed of there can be no return to anything like permanent prosperity. 

CopPpER.—The market has been quiet throughout the week, and 
quotations have been easy; at the same time sellers are not pre- 
pared to part with their holdings at anything beyond a trifling re- 
duction. Indeed, it is very questionable whether any large quan- 
tity of copper could be purchased at current rates. The market is 
very sensitive, and while there is a strong opinion that any further 
decline to any important extent is improbable, the opinion is gaining ground that 
sooner or later copper will show an advance. Statistically, this metal is improving, 
and the stock of Chili and Bolivian produce, held at Liverpool and Swansea, is re- 
presented as 12,428 tons fine copper, as against 13,091 on March 31, and 21,100 on 
April 15, 1874, and 21,150 on April 15, 1873, and 13,000 on April 15, 1872.

Iron.—There is a distinct measure of improvement perceptible 
in the position of the iron trade in the North of England. True, the 
advance gained only affords a measure of relief, but it is sufficient 
as an indication of the dawn of brighter days, Colonial enquiry for 
railway material has resulted in the placing of a fair number of 
orders on this account, and there are some of the works in the North 
well employed on rails, and likely to be so for some little time. The profits, how 
ever, accruing from their contracts are very small, and not such as to be an en- 
couragement to manufacturers to extend their operations. Notwithstanding the 
fact that so many thousands of hands are out of work, and mills lyingidle in every 
direction, the general demand is so limited, and the competition for the few orders 
that are in the market so great, that prices are cut as fine as possible, and the 
margin for profit is very small indeed. Merchant bars are in better demand than 
of late, and, the shipbuilding trade showing some improvement, plate-iron is more 
active. The supply of pig-iron having in some degree overtaken the demand, this 
department of trade has not been so brisk of late. The published returns show an 
increase in the stocks during March of upwards of 3500 tons, and at the close of the 
month the total stocks of pig-iron stood at 7000 tons. There are now 125 furnaces 
at work, 32 standing idle, and 11 new ones being built. There is no change of im- 
portance in quotations. The Scotch pig-iron market has been flat, but very little 
variation in quotations has occurred. The market closes quiet at 68s. 6d.

the piston for the Channel Tunnel, which you reier to as ** merely a tube 25 ft. by 
20 ft.,” must have an area of 1,250,000 square feet, and the stroke of the air tele- 
graph piston being equal to diameter of the piston. The stroke of the piston you 
suggest must be as nearly as possible one fifth of a mile in length, so that calculat- 
ing with your own figures proves the fallacy of your suggestion. In effect you 
ropose a piston, speaking roughly, as large as Trafalgar-square, and a stroke as 
a as from the Horse Guards to the Houses of Parliament. The cost of keep- 
ing such a piston in motion at a high speed would not be trifling, and unless 
t care were taken to have a slow back-stroke you might find that your pro- 
pulsion was intermittent, and that your carriage run 350 yards forwards and 
200 yards back at each double stroke—scarcely an enjoyable mode of travelling. 
You may estimate that you will have 80,000,000 cubic feet of uir to set in motion 
at each stroke, according to the figures you give. The propulsion of the carriages 
would not be the greatest difficulty that would be encountered. 

TECHNICAL EpucaTion—“ F. G.” (Redrath).—The cheapest place to obtain the in- 
formation you desire would, no doubt, be the Polytechnic School at Aixe la= 
Chapelle. ‘There is a very large staff of professors, and the aggregate fees only 
amount from 6/. to 8/. 108. perannum, You could, no doubt, obtain board and 
lodging such as would suit you for 15s. per week, or perhaps a little less. ‘The 
fees at the Royal School of Science in Dublin are only 10/., but of course the eost 
of living would be higher. In the Aix-la Chapelle school there are chairs of ar- 
chitecture, smelting, mechanism and kinematics, the higher mathematics, bridge 
building, and the higher branches of building construction, practical geometry 
and geodesy, mechanical technology, water-works, road, and railway construc- 
tion, pure chemistry, mineralogy, inechanics, technical chemistry, &c.; and the 
German, French, and English languages and literature are taught. In the 
Dublin School of Science the arrangement of subjects is different, but equally 
valuable information may be obtained there. Perhaps some student of each 
school will state, for the benefit of intending students, the cost at which board 
and lodging can be obtained in each city.

MINING AND LAW REFORM. 


We deem it well that our readers should be reminded that Law 
Reform and the Appellant Jurisdiction of the House of Lords are 
not by any means one and the same thing. Nor need it be. What 
the mining as well as any other class of the trading community 
needs is not a law reform which affects one case in five thousand, 
but a law reform that touches the business of every-day life —cases 
which arise upon ordinary working and selling; and, more im- 
portant still, the payment for our products. Perhaps mining is the 
most subtle of all branches of the English law. From “ HumMpHRIES 
v. BRoG@DEN” down to the last case upon the subject there has been 
more discussion about adjacent and subjacent support than almost 
any other question. And the refinements are so subtle that we re- 
collect Baron PoLLOCK asking one of the council in a mining case, 
which his lordship was then trying, whether he thought any diffi- 
culty would be made in the legal relation of an adjoining proprietor 
if the weight of a cow should be added to the surface, which the 
colliery owner was bound to leave his mines to prop up. We have 
had law enough about mining ; the law is now settled, all we want 
is to have it administered, and we prefer to have it cheaply and 
expeditiously administered. At the sacrifice of this we do not 
want any expensive or dilatory contrivance, however striking or 
dignified. Such a reform we believe the Judicature Act will give 
us. Under that statute, which should come into operation on 
Nov. 2 this year, we shall not be told upon any mining lease when 
we have endeavoured to enforce our right in the Common Law 
Court that we should have gone on the other side of the building 
before His Honor the Vice-Chancellor instead of before My Lord in 
the Common Law Court. If this change stood alone it would of 
itself be a great benefit to the mining community. But the new 
law will not only be a great, it will also prove of special, benefit to 
us. For of all people engaged in business miners have been more 
puzzled by this jumble of law in equity than any other people, and 
this for a reason very simple to lawyers, but not so simple to those 
whom these lawyers call the laity. And this because we have to 
do with what is termed the realty. In the eye of the law, 
strange as it may appear, coal is what the lawyers call land; it is 
encumbered with all kinds of questions about manorial rights, 
rights of surface, rights of way; and worse than all, and perhaps 
more difficult than all, rights as to water. Therefore, it is a matter 
of congratulation to all persons engaged in mining that for the 
future they will not go to the wrong Court; that when they want 
settled a dispute about the commodity which they produce and 
vend, they will not be told that they are not to be treated as pro- 
prietors, but as lords of the manor, or freeholders, or leaseholders, 
or some other Lincoln’s Inn terms, instead of plain, straightforward 
tradesmen. The Court to which they will now go will be the 
right Court. 

There is another subject besides the Court and its administration 
to which we should refer in this place in connection with the new 
measure—the officers of the Court. All those officers are now in 
London—can only act through London, Every provincial lawyer 
has, in a lawyer’s sense, a London agent—his legal ditto—who must 
live within a certain distance of Westminster Hall. If a man goes 
to his lawyer, Mr. A., to sue a neighbouring mineowner, Mr. A. acts 
through Mr. B., of London. The defendant in his turn goes to Mr, 
C., living next door to Mr. A., but Mr. C. can do nothing himself 
without his ditto, Mr. D., who lives within so many miles of West- 
minster. Everybody understands what four lawyers at work means; 
to say no more, it means very heavy costs. It may fairly be hoped 
that Nov. 2 next will end suci a system. We shall have local regis- 
trars, who, acting as local supreme courts, will save litigants the 
necessity of going to Westmin-ter. When, therefore, plaintiff applies 
to Mr. A., or defendant applies to Mr. C., and any little friction 


much less do the agents. We remember that Justice ByLEs, one of 
the most astute common law judges, and one of the most honest- 
minded men, early in his judicial experience, having at an assize 
town plenty of time (an exceptional circumstance), determining 
that he would not refer to arbitration a mining trespass case which 
came before him. The lawyers and the counsel were, of course, 
quite willing to refer. The first difficulty his lordship met with 
was about the word “ gate-road,” which, deriving its meaning from 
gait, or manner of walking, becomes a road for a man to walk in. 
As the trespass was in the gate-road, his lordship desired to have, 
in the first instance, upon his notes what fastening there was upon 
the gate? Of course, his lordship was soon set right upon that 
question. Then came another obstacle. The superincumbent earth 
was in the course of working supported by pillars, and the junior 
counsel, whose voice was not remarkably clear, said that the super- 
incumbent pressure lay on the pillars. As usual, the Judge took 
his note carefully. In the middle of the first day he enquired what 
the pillows were stuffed with? Tiding over this and other diffi- 
culties, to the astonishment of everybody, the learned Judge in three 
days had finished the action, and had summed up to a special jury, 
part of whom were miners, in a way that satisfied all that he had 
thoroughly mastered the whole case. We have now, however, we 
trust seen the last of such reasonable errors and of so much unne- 
cessary labour. 
Henceforth, instead of declamation, of plea, of rejoinder, of re- 
butter, and of surrebutter, all drawn to conceal the facts in litiga- 
ation, the plaintiff will have to state in a succinct and narrative 
orm, in language the defendant and the Court can understand, ex- 
actly what his wrong is, and what his remedy is, and not trouble 
himself whether it is a legal or anequitableremedy. The defendant, 
also, will have to state his case succinctly and clearly, his reasons 
why the plaintiff is not entitled to the remedy he seeks ; that is, that 
the wrong has either not been done, or if done has been compen- 
sated for; that accord and satisfaction has been rendered, Correspon- 
dence with London agents no longer necessary, there will, if needful, 
be retained local counsel, whom attorneys can personally consult in 
the event of any difficulty, and who will themselves be sharp enough 
to understand the business of the district in which they live. Such 
changes as these are of no little promise to those engaged in mining. 
Their value will be more esteemed by those who—and who is there 
amongst our mine proprietors who has not—had tosmart from the pre- 
sent cumbersome and expensive method of obtaining justice. Weurge 
the mining interest not to allow any discussions about the Supreme 
Court, and the House of Lords, and other tribunals where recondite 
law isadministered, to risk results of so beneficial a nature as those 
which appear so near at hand. They should insist that there be no 
further delay in bringing the Judicature Act into operation; that 
Noy. 2 shall see the actual replacement of the old by the new con- 
dition of things, 








THE MINERS’ CONFERENCE AT SWANSEA. 


Why the half-yearly Conference of the Amalgamated Association 
of Miners should be held at Swansea we are at a loss to conceive, 
unless Mr. HALLIDAY and the executive wished to show on the spot 
how powerless they were to oppose the complete organisation of 
the South Wales ironmasters and colliery owners. But we certainly 
consider any other district than the one in which misery and starva- 
tion prevailed in and around it, as the result of the work of the 
Association, might have been far more happily chosen. We, there- 
fore, cannot congratulate the leaders of the Association on their 
good taste in the matter, for it must be anything but gratifying to 
many thousands of miners to see the well-fed, well-paid delegates 
acting on the advice of the President by enjoying the healthful sea 
breeze on the beach, with an occasional trip to the Mumbles, whilst 
they and their families are starving. 

As to the actual business done at the Conference, it appears to 
have been not only meagre but unimportant. After the usual forma- 
lities had been gone through, a letter was read from Mr. MACDONALD, 
M.P., with reference to a meeting to be held at Leeds on April 27 
“to consider by what means the reduction of wages, now so com- 
mon, can be averted.” The gathering, according to the convener of 
it, is to be of a national character. Of course great things are antici- 
pated on the occasion, and all Leeds, we have no doubt, will ablaze 
when Mr. MACDONALD in his fiery manner denounces the conduct 
of the South Wales employers. But there are few men less account- 
able for the present deplorable state of affairs in the once peaceful 
valleys around Merthyr and Aberdare than the leaders of the Union. 
They on many occasions advocated the striking of the men, forget- 
ting at the time that what was effectual on one side might be made 
equally so on the other. A lock-out on the part of the masters is 
simply the equivalent of a strike by workmen, and this simple 
truth appears to have been overlooked by the Union leaders. They 
now find, however, that the masters have taken a lesson from them, 
and adopted the weapons by which they were formerly defeated. 
By so doing the employers have shown that an organisation of 
capital is far more powerful than any that can be formed of labour 
alone. We shall certainly await with some interest the result of 
the proceedings at the Leeds Conference. We shall then know from 
the workmen’s stand-point how miners’ wages are to be maintained 
when coal is rapidly falling in price, with the production of our 
collieries far in excess of the demand, and our exports sensibly de- 
clining. This, of course, can only be done by the leaders of the 
Union showing how the present price of coal at home and abroad 
can be increased. If they can do this, then we feel assured the col- 
liery owners throughout the kingdom will admit that they owe 
them a debt of gratitude that can scarcely be paid by any amount 
of current coin. 

The programme of the Conference at Swansea very properly in- 
cluded a pet hobby of Mr. MacDoNALpD’s—the sanitary condition of 
colliery villages. It is certainly true that the houses of colliers, as 
wellas their habits, are capable of great improvement; but we can- 
not admit that such can be effected by the will of a few men. The 
masters, of course, are said to be the persons amenable for the pre- 
sent unsatisfactory state of many mining villages, but it can easily be 
shown that they are to a great extent powerless in the matter, The 
local authoritiesin every town and hamlet by statute have the means 
of putting down every nuisance, preventing overcrowding, and pro- 
viding an efficient supply of pure water. This they should be com- 
pelled to do, and to say that the employers of labour have any thing 
to do with the sanitary state of many places is too absurd to require 
comment, 

The meeting at Swansea has also shown in a most marked man- 
ner the waning popularity of Mr. HALLIDAY and other leaders of 
the South Wales colliers. This was only what might have been ex- 
pected, seeing that they brought no material support to the lock- 
outs, who find that fine promises as to the future are at best but 
poor food for a present empty belly. At a public meeting lield last 
week at Swansea, when upwards of 2000 persons were present, we 
are informed that on Mr. HALLIDAY rising to address .the assem- 
blage he was received with hisses and other tokens of disapproba- 
tion. Not only so, but some bags of flour were thrown at him and 
his colleagues on the platform. On the other hand, Mr, Joun 
GLASSBROOK, a large colliery owner, was heartily applauded when he 
asserted that the dispute would have been settled with ease had the 
men been left alone. When the Conference met on Saturday several 
of the delegates wished to speak on the subject of the reception 
they met with on the previous everfing, but Mr. HALLIDAY wisely, 
we think, deprecated any discussion on the painful episode, The 
consideration of some new rules, and also the alteration of others, 
was then gone into. Not the least important of these was that re- 
lating to the power to raise contributions, many delegates opposing 
the existing systemof levies. With respect to the appointment of

Another correspondent says that the writer from Eastbourne quite

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


April 15,—“ Hope,” says the poet, “springs eternal in the human 
breast,” and we are sure that this must be the feeling from one end 
of Cornwall to the other, and that everybody connected with tin 
mining, finding their expectations so often disappointed, will be in- 
clined also to complete the couplet, and say “ Man never is, but 
always to be blest.” It seems to be so here at any rate ; the slight 
improvement in the tin market, which it was fondly hoped would 
be only the precursor of till better things to come, has disappeared, 
and the only result of the last advance in the tin standard has been 
that there was a little animation in the share market for a time, and 
that the standards have now been put back again. How long is this 
see-saw of anticipation and disappointment to continue, and how 
long will our tin producers be content to go on in this fashion with- 
out making any effort to better their position? Nobody seems to 
be able to give an answer to these questions; they will be solved 
doubtless by the course of events, but will not the process be tedious 
and costly ? 

As the efforts made to introduce competition into the coal supply 
have resulted in material reductions in the cost of that indispens- 
able commodity to the mines of Cornwall, comparatively little in- 
terest is felt in the progress of the trade disputes in that county. 
Cornwall has enough troubles of its own without taking those of 
other people upon its shoulders. It iscurious, however, that amidst 
all the disarrangement of the natural course of events in the Welsh 
collieries that prices should fall in Cornwall, There must have been 
very handsome profits made somewhere. 

A somewhat singular mining case has come before Mr. Sergeant 
Petersdorff, of the Bideford County Court. William Bartlett, who 
had been head gardener to the owner of the Sandford Orleigh estate, 
sued John Harvey for 20 guineas, which he said the latter had 
agreed to pay him if he would induce Mr. Rogers, the owner, to 
grant a sett for an iron mine, For the defence it was denied that 
the sett was granted, so that the money was not earned, but quite 
apart from that it was urged—and this was the most material part 
of the defence—that it was an illegal act of a servant while in the 
employ ofa master to bargain for the sale of his master’s interests 
for a compensation to be paid to him unknown to his master. In 
this view the Judge concurred, saying it was clear the servant could 
not act illegally, and then ask for a compensation for so doing. 
The annual meeting of the Miners’ Association of Cornwall and 
Devon has been held to-day at Camborne, under the presidency of 
Mr. Hockin, the President, Mr. Pendarves, being unable to attend. 
The reports presented showed that the Association was doing a con- 
siderable amount of work, having eleven classes in active operation ; 
but that it was crippled for want of funds, the receipts for the past 
year having been 288/. 18s. 3d., of which 180/. 19s. 6d. was made up 
of subscriptions. The debit balance left at the end of the year was 
912. 3s. 7d., against 88/, 19s, 10d. at the commencement ; the balance 
of liabilities over assets is 136/, 15s. 6d. A paper was read by Mr. 
Provis on the lead ores of Cornwall, which contained a number of 
analyses of the argentiferous lead ores of Cornwail. Some other 
topics were introduced and discussed, upon which we shall remark 
next week. 








REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN, 


April 14.—The contemplated reduction of wages at the collieries 
referred to and indicated in our last week’s report has partially been 
effected. Mr. A. Goold, having shares in the Bilson and Crump 
Meadow Colliery, and also a proprietor of Crabtree Hill and Foxes 
Bridge Colliery, met representatives of the men at those works on 
Friday last, with a view to an amicable arrangement of the wage 
difficulty,the miners’ agent being also present. The Crump Meadow 
pitmen agreed to a reduction of 5 per cent., it being arranged in con- 
nection with the reduction of wages that the coal should be reduced 
in price to enable the coalmasters to compete with other districts, 
Accordingly, on Monday morning a printed paper was stuck up at 
Crump Meadow Pit, definitely announcing the understanding which 
had been arrived at, and that from that date (April 12) the said re- 
duction and arrangement would take effect. Coal accordingly was 
lowered in price—the best, which was 16s, 8d. to the country trade, 
2s, 2d. per ton, and the less valuable qualities proportionately. It 
is considered that the prices now announced should be maintained, in the interests 
of both proprietors and workmen, persons whose opinions are entitled to respect 
having expressed themselves to that effect, as well on the side of labour as capital, 
though we by no means affirm that such opinions carry the convictions of all, or of 
even the general public; notwithstanding that, we believe that the sentiment em 

bodied in the ‘‘ Live and let live” maxim does very generally prevail in the public 
mind. The men at Crabtree Hill demurred, and the interview ended without an 
understanding being arrived at, although it is quite expected that they will have 
to “cave in,” as itis understood that the arrangement specified will be very gene 

rally adopted throughout the Forest. Rumour even points to a further reduction 
than 5 per cent. at some of the pits, but we think that it would be very impolitic 
to push the wage rate lower, as various colliers, of steady habits and sober minds, 
have at different times assured me that, taking into account stoppages through 
accide: ts, and forced idleness through slack trade, few workmen average much 
above 1/. a-week throughout the year. This, then, cannot be considered luxurious 
or high, but low, as hard-working colliers, exposed to so many dangers as they are, 
and with the ad nitted fact that the employment is physically exhaustive and un- 
healthy, ought to average 30s. a-week. In some cases bad air, and in others water 
continually dripping on them, and their legs immersed in it all day long, or dur- 
ing each turn, necessitates nourishing food, and imposes extra expense in clothing, 
as compared with other kinds of labour. These matters are entitled to considera- 
tion in the regulation of their wages, though it is readily admitted that the com- 
mercial aspect of protit and dividend will always, and must of necessity, affect the 
question of wages. ; 

We regret to report a depression in the Iron Trade, work having been slack for 
some time at the forge, besides the further discouragement of some drops in wages. 
Several men left at various times, and on Saturday last several more left the works, 
short time and reduction of wages having determined that course on their part. 
And asa result of the circumstances specified and alluded to, two additional pud- 
dling furnaces are out this week, but, notwithstanding these present discouraging 
circumstances, it is hoped that a revival of busness will ere long return to the works. 

It is extremely gratifying amidst depression to welcome gleams of light and 
looming prosperity, and this is our happiness just now. The proprietors of the 
Drybrook [rou Mine have had the good luck to strike a churn of ore that seems 
almost inexhaustible, as they have gone already some distance without meeting 
with any limits. This mine is of large area, reaching from Drybrook to Lydbrook, 
and should the present “find” prove a fair indication of its richness it will prove 
to be amine of immense wealth to its owners. Asa natural “outcome” of this 
rich find of ore, has been the revival of a scheme for erecting blast-furnaces by the 
said firm, which, doubtless, will ripen into fact as soon as the development of the 
mine shall necessitate or render their erection wise or commercially safe. 

Apropos of the question of iron mines is the present agitation of the free miners 
against the Bill now before Parliament, and it is a marked feature of the local dis- 
cussion to observe how this class resents the ignorance of those who, when exa- 
mined before the Select Committee of the House of Commons last year, répre- 
sented the right of a free miner at present as being almust valueless, one wituess 
declaring that he would take 1/. for his right, and even went so far as to say that 
it was not worth 244d., because, as he averred, all gales worth having were taken 
up. Such was some of the misleading evidence taken, but what are the real facts 
as to the ungranted gales in the Forest? Well, as an approximation to the re:l 
truth, we may observe that there remains about 15,000 acres, more or less, of un- 
galed iron ore, and most of the area of the deep coal measures, besides some other 
seams only partly galed, or taken up, so that putting the acreage of coul seams and 
iron ore together there are between 20,000 and 30,000 acres yet to be granted. So 
much for the competency of the witnesses called before the Belect Committee of the 
House of Commons. To see the countenances of free miners as we saw them at a 
meeting for arranging for a petition against the Bill for destroying their rights, 
when a map was held up before them, showing the galed and ungualed areas, was 
indeed a picture, and a lesson not easily to be forgotten; for their inmost souls of 
delight and satisfaction looked out through their faces, accompanied by sundry 
remarks and exclamations by no means complimentary to the witnesses who went 

up to London to give so called evidence, but as we have no wish to publicly crucify 
anyone by name we suppress the free miners’ remarks. Their feelings, however, 
are widely extended and deeply seated, but though we are certain of these aver 
ments representing facts, we note the difficulty of collecting them together at cen- 
tral places for signature, which will be partly appreciated when we remark that 
their residences are extended over an area of some 15 by 10 miles diameter. Such 
a straggling population is difficult, to reach in masses, as home duties-and family 
provision are pressing hard upon husbands and fathers, rendering it difficult for 
them to spare the time, and five or six miles after a late meeting are by no means 
inviting to already weary workers. And a house to house visitation with a peti 
tion over such an area, and “up-and-down” district, would consume several 
months, if prosecuted right on from its commencement without delay. There- 
fore a petition, if signed by one-half or a third of the free miners, would, in our 
judgment, be a great success. We hope the Legislature will give a candid atten- 








tion to the prayer of the petition when it comes before them; and as for our 
members—a Whig and a Tory—they must look for very little support, cither of 
them, when next they solicit the votes of free miners and freeholders of the Forest 
of Dean, having, as these voters believe, betrayed their confidence and interests. The 
Parliamentary Committee, supported by both Colonel Kingscote and the Hon. Mr. 
Plunket, actually recommended the extinction of their rights, on the ground that 
as only four or flve gales are granted annually the free miuers’ rights cannot be of 
much value. Pray whose fault is this slow motion? The fault of the Crown offi- 
cials. So, on the ground of one injury, the committee recommend the infliction 
ofa far greater. Ho, ho! So, because the Gaveller’s Office has been exceedingly 
slow in promoting the exercise of free miners’ rights, the committee recommend 
Parliament to robthem of every vestige left! Beautiful logic! Ripe common sense.

With makers reducing their quotations from week to week, large 
quantities of iron going into store, the working furnaces numbering 
119 against 42 same time last year, the market without animation, 
and prices all declining, our pig-iron market is neither buoyant nor 
hopeful at present; and the war rumours on the Continent are de- 
priving it of the likelihood of a speedy reanimation. In iron, the Board of Trade 
returns for March shows « great falling off —the total value being 1,990,000/., against 
2,645,0002. in the same month last year ; and for the first quarter of the year the 
exports of railroad iron show a diminution of more than a million, being valued at 
1,057,000/,, against 2,13%,000/. for the first three months of 1874. Itis to be re- 
gretted that we cannot give a more hopeful account of the manufactured iron this 
week, the greatest quietness pervading all branches of the trade. The decline in 
pig-iron and wages is fostertng in some the idea of lower prices, but we fear there 
is no good hope of adecline of any consequence taking place this month. Ma- 
chinists and pipe founders are a little better off than their neighbours, especially 
the latter, but the rolling-mills and forges are very sparingly employed. Tenders 
are invited, from boilermakers and shipbuilders, for additions to the iron caisson 
of the dry dock at Limerick. 

Coals continues dull notwithstanding a reduction of 2s. a ton on fine qualities 
for domestic use ; and there are standing loaded on the various lines of railway 
leading into Glasgow, quautities equal to about 20,000 tons awaiting a market. In 
these circumstances a general reduction of miners wages has been intimated, or is 
already in operation; and Mr. Macdonald in a letter to the miners says -‘* My ad- 
vice to you in all earnestness is, at the present moment do not think of meeting 
this state of things by a strike. Remain not working at starvation wages till you 
are starved—remain not at the employment till, from want of work and under- 
pay, you have drawn your last dime trom the savings benk or the co-operative 
store—till you have emptied your pockets of your valuables, your homes of 
your furniture, and filled the broker's or pawnbroker's store-rooms. Face the dif- 
ficulty now by the thousand—face it manfully—face it as men conscious that 
poverty is not the lot of the working man. Cast youreyesabroad, In this country 
there are many occupations better paid than yours; go to these; labour is your 
capital; it is your own.” And he concludes as follows :—‘‘I shall be glad to hear 
that you have not thought of striking, but of making an exodus rege > great 
that those who remain at labour will be thought worthy of their hire.” This latter 
advice is surely not that of one familiar with the state of the labour markets of the 
world, or he would have told his friends where the Utopia was situated which 
would yield them milk and honey by the thousands. The shipments of coals 
(foreign and coastwise) for the week from the whole of the Scotch ports amounted 
to 46,074 tons, against 33,935 tons in the same week of 1874. The diminutions in 
the shipments of coals during the last mouth has been very marked, the value 
given in the Board of Trade returns being only 633,000/., against 1,099,000, in 
March last, which is a falling off 20 per cent. in quantity and 42 per cent. in value, 








CANADIAN COPPER PYRITES AND CHEMICAL CoMPANY.—A local 
correspondent writes, complaining “that the Investigating Committee did not 
state that the exact loss fur the three months ending January 31 last in their re- 
port. Their motive I know not; but [certainly think it would have been only fair 
to the shareholders to put forward all the particulars, The writer was informed 
by one of the members of the committee that the loss for the period named 
amounted to no less than 3500/. For this the shareholder can judge whether the 
concern is being carried on at a profit, or if the future prospects so contidently 
spoken of at the meeting are any brighter. Correspondents at Capleton write me 
that the reason of the Hartford Mine (the only property which is ever likely to 
yield any profit, and so far has been a source of loss) showing such an increase on 
the output is because of the miners having been put to cut and raise all the ore in 
sight, leaving the exploratory work to look after itself, a proceeding which cer- 
tainly will be attended with the worst results, as will be seen a month or two 
hence. 


THE PATENTS FOR INVENTIONS BiLL.—A petition to Parliament 
against this Billis being signed by the leading inventors of Glasgow and neighbour- 
hood. Sir Wm, Thomson and Messrs. James R. Napier, C. Randolph, James Robert- 
son, James Deas, William Simons, A. C. Kirk, &c., oppose the measure, and are 
satisfied that if the Bill were to pass into law it would materially lessen the en- 
couragement at present given to those who devote their time, talents, and capital 
to the origination and development of useful inventions, and would retard the im- 
provement of the appliances r quired in the manufactures and in the utilisation of 
the resources of the country, &c.

15,—Tuesday last will ever be remembered as a red letter 
day in the history of Monmouthshire and South Wales, and more 
especially of the port of Newport, for on that day*was opened one 
of the finest docks that are to be found in the United Kingdom. 
Seven years ago the first sod of the Alexandra Dock was cut, and 
this week the work which was then commenced has been accom- 
plished. During the seven years the progress of the works fluc- 
tuated considerably, and from time to time much anxiety was felt lest the under 
taking should fall through aliogether. It has at last, however, been succe ssfully 
brought through all difficulties, and the Alexandra Docks are now an established 
fact.

increase in the trade of the port and neighbouring districts. Increased shipping 
accommodation was loudly called for, as it was only too well known that many 
owners declined to send their large vessels to the port, because the facilities afforded 
by the old docks were inadequate to the requirements, but that objection can no 
longer be made, because the new docks are so situated, and have locks that will 
admit the largest craft in the over-sea trade, and the dock itself is one of the finest 
sheets of water to be found in any port. Not only willit tend greatly to increase 
the export, but it is intended to considerably augment the import trade as well, 
which has hitherto almost necessarily been neglected. 

The River Usk is well known to be one of the finest in the country for shipping 
purposes, and as the docks now opened are constructed on the extensive scale called 
or, there is every reason for entertaining the belief that a great future is before 
the undertaking. The event was looked forward to with great interest. At one 
time it was intended to invite H.R.H. the Prince of Wales to the opening, as the 
docks were called after the Princess, but circumstances prevented the intention 
being carried into effect. It was also a source of very great regret that Lord Tre- 
degar’s health prevented him being present, as his lordship was one of the three 

rincipal promoters of the undertaking, and consequently in the absence of Lady 
Nolemr, the docks were opened by the wife of the Mayor, Mrs. Evans. Newport 
having the most direct and complete railway system to any port in South Wales, 
and more particularly in regard to the Northern and Midland counties, there is 
little doubt that, now that adequate accommodation has been afforded, there will be 
a very large interchange of traffic with those districts; and, in regard to the ship 
ment of steel and articles of manufacture, it is not improbable that shippers from 
the Midland and Northern counties will find Newport far more convenient than 
Liverpool for transmitting their produce to the distant countries of the world. We 
subjoin a few particulars from the South Wales Evening Telegram:—“*The Dock 
Company has acquired no less than 200 acres of land, including 30 acres of the dock. 
These imposing docks are 2500 ft. in length, with an ample breadth of 500 ft., the 
area of the fine sheet of water covering 30 acres. The depth at the sills is 35 ft. in 
spring-tides, and no less than 25 ft. in neap-tides.” ;

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Apri 15.—Mining operations in Derbyshire have undergone very 
little change recently. At Worksworth, Eyam, and other districts 
a fair quantity of lead ore has been raised, especially by the Messrs, 
Wass, who are now the principal parties engaged in working lead 
in the county. The collieries have been doing very well consider- 
ify the season, but at Eckington and one or two other places the 
wages question has led to some unpleasentness, calling for the in- 
tervention of the Miners’ Association, The trade with London has 
been well kept up, and a large tonnage of coal is being forwarded 
there from Clay Cross, Langley Mill, Tibshelf, Grassmoor, and 
Sheepbridge. Prices, however, are not so high as they were a short 
time since, and everything points to astill further reduction. Some 
of the collieries in the neighbourhood of Ilkeston have been in- 
undated, the West Hallam by the water getting into it from an 
abandoned pit, but fortunately no lives were lost. The [ron Trade is still tolerably 
good, and the output of pig is a full average. At Staveley they are busily engaged 
on pipes aad other castings, for which the works are so well known. At Dron- 
field a steady business is also being done in malleable and steel material. 

There is rather more doing at a few of the leading establishments in Sheffield 
engaged in heavy work, The plate-mills have been running very well, and there 
has been an improved demand for Bessemer rails and forgings. The orders from 
the Continent, especially from Spain, are of a very moderate character, but there 
is some improvement in colonial orders for edge tools and light agricultural im- 
plements. Stoves, grates, pipes, and builders’ and general castings are in such re- 
quest as to keep the foundries busily going. The South Yorkshire coal trade is 
rather quiet, aed sales of household qualities in several instances are effected by 
submitting to a reduction in the price. Silkstones realise from 14s. to 14s. 6d. per 
ton, and Barnsley can be bought as low as lls. per ton. Shipments from the 
Humber ports are comparatively moderate as yet, as the active season to the North 
of Europe does not, as a rule, commence before May. Smudge and slack are still 
very plentiful, and can be purchased very low, but at several collieries ovens are 
being put up, soas to convert the surplus into coke. The miners have settled 
down to the 10 per cent. reduction, but some of the banksmen and other colliery 
operatives are opposed to submitting to any reduction whatever. It is not likely, 
however, that any action they may take will lead to a stoppage of [the pits. Sink- 
ing operations are being actively pushed forward, but the water has in some in- 
stances greatly interfered with the work. At one place the work of sinking has been 
going on for nearly three years, yet they are now engaged in pumping the water out. 

Mr. Pennington has been exploring Eldon Hole, a chasm in the 
Peak hitherto supposed to be unfathomable; and his explorations 
have resulted in the discovery of a vast cavern situate at a depth 
of 240 ft. below the mouth of the crevasse, and reached by a tunnel- 
shaped passage of considerable length, beginning at the bottom of 
the first perpendicular descent. The “ magnificent hall,” as Mr. 
Pennington calls the great cave, is described by him as of marvellous 
beauty, its roof being hung with fine stalactites, and its walls “co- 
vered with splendid stalagmitic deposits, and almost every con- 
ceivable form of deposited carbonate of lime.” It some places it 
was “smooth and white as marble, in other places like frosted silver, 
while the rougher portions of the rock were clothed with all sorts 
of fantastic shapes glistening with moisture.” The explorers evi- 
dently entered with spirit into a scene rivalling the wonders of the 
“ Arabian Nights,” and having lighted some Bengal fire achieved a 
picturesque effect described by them as exquisite. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Apri 15.—A good business has been done here during the past 
week, heavy shipments of coals and coke having been made both 
tor coastwise and foreign account, The price of steam coal is firm 
at 16s., and at 14s, per ton for best qualities. The mechanics at the 
collieries in Northumberland have come out, their notice of 14 days 
having expired; they have by this obstinate act struck a serious 
blow, and which may damage the settlement of disputes by arbitra- 
tion in future. It was clearly their duty to submit to the award 
made by the umpire; their assertion that they were not included 
in the award being a mere subterfuge. The works will not be stopped 
by this act, but, of course, serious inconvenience will be caused, many of the en- 
gineers have succeeded in engaging men to take the place of the smiths, joiners, 
&c., from other districts, and some men have been got from small country shops 
in rural districts, &c. Vesselsare plentiful at present, but the house and gas coal 
trades are very quiet. At Blyth some shipments of coal have been made for the 
Baltic, but that trade is not fully opened yet, and many of the large works have 
been working short time. The Coke Trade continues very firm, with an increasing 
demand, and rates are likely to increase, but as most of the coke produced has 
been contracted for up to the end of the present year the colliery owners can get 
little advantage from this. All other coals in Durham are extremely plentiful, 
and very low rates have been accepted for small, puddling, and all kinds of manu. 
facturing coals. The arbitration in the Durham miners’ case is opened to-day, and 
it is expected to be completed by the present week. The opinion is pretty gene- 
rally expressed by writers in the press that the owners will not be able to show 
that any material reduction in the value of the minerals they sell has occurred 
since the last award was made iu the district, but this view, we believe, will prove 
to be erroneous ; it is formed, we think, from the prices at present obtained for the 
best qualities of coal, but the average of the whole will, we believe, prove to be con- 
siderably lower at present than at the period when the last arbitration took place. 
The strike at Monkwearmouth still continues, and there is no change in the situa- 
tion, the men are in open revolt against the fiat of the Union, and the men in the 
county are supporting them, so that there ls great danger of their combination 
crumbling to pieces shortly. 

The Iron Trade has improved a little in most branches. At Middlesborough, on 
Tuesday, there was a good attendance, but the tone of the pig iron trade was flat, 
and the stock returns for last month show an increase of 3625 tonsa, when a decrease 
was expected, and this had a somewhat depressing effect. The quotations for pig- 
iron were—No. 1, 63s.; No. 3, 58s.; No. 4 foundry, 57s.; No. 4 forge, 55s. 6d. to 
56s., netcash. There is still a fair enquiry for shipment—for pig metal—but the 
prospect of additional furnaces being blown in shortly has the effect of keeping 
prices down, as an increase of make quite proportionate to the demand is ex pected. 
There is an improvement in the demand for finished iron, and the rail mills are 
pretty well employed, mills and forges having been started lately in several places. 
There is also a better enquiry for other classes of finished iron, including plates. 
All the wages questions have been settled, except a few men who have struck at 
Redcar blast furnaces, A great deal of attention is now being given to the wages 
question in the finished iron trade, which will be brought before the combined 
trade of the North of Staffordshire next month. The rates for finished iron remain 
nominally the same. Ordinary rails, about 7/.; and light ditto, 7/. 5s. 6d. Ship- 
plates, 8/. 15s. In the Coal Trade there is but little enquiry. Household coals, 
lis. to 15s. for the best at the pits. Manufacturing coals of all kinds are easier, 
and the demand slack. Coke keeps very firm, aud prices average from 14s. to 17s. 
atthe works. There is a large supply of iron ore sent to the furnaces. 

Mr. C. E. Muller (Middlesborough, April 15) reports—The prices 
of pigiron in the Cleveland district remain comparatively firm. The position of 
buyers and ironmakers have for some time past been one of expediency on the 
one hand, and of abstention on the other, resulting in transactions only to meet 
immediate wants. The production of raw materials is scarcely equal to the re- 
quirements of our existing furnaces. Coke is in good demand, and has recently 
risen ls. per ton. The deliveries of coke from Durham district are very large ; this 
district not oniy suppliesall our furnaces but those of Cumberland and North Lanca- 

shire, and recently, to a large extent, Northamptonshire and other districts which 
| experienced a deficiency of coke consequent on the strike in Wales. The output 
| of ironstone has been limited to such an extent as to interfere occasionally with 
the working of the furnaces. There exists plenty of ironstone in Cleveland; but 
the miners, in order to limit the output and support wages, strictly adhere to their 
tactics of refusing to work with any men in the mine who have not previously 
worked there a sufficient time, s6as to makethem efficient miners.

A very uncertain feeling has prevailed in tin stock, owing to the 
unsteady appearance of the metal. On Monday last the Cornish 
standards were reduced 2s., and shares became very flat at quota- 
tions. It is to be noted, however, that no serious fall has been esta- 
blished, so it is more a want of business than actual alteration in 
prices that has accompanied this last drop. According to the Sydney Herald of 
Feb. 12, mining matters were progressing steadily in the colony, but there — 
little news of moment to report. The rain that had recently fallen in the North 
would allow of a larger amount of tin being washed than had been done for some 
time past, and an increase in the quantity of ore arriving in town might be shortly 
expected. To this little item of intelligence we can only observe we are very sorry 
to hear it. Copper, in accord with the better feeling we noticed last week, has 
shown an upward tendency, and it is said the statistical position of the trade is not 
at all unfavourable for a good rise in prices. This would give a great impetus to 
some of our mines, but from information we have gleaned lately we believe that 
one or two have not much cause for complaint even at existing prices. The charters 
from the West Coast for the first three months of the present year show a falling 
off of 2000 tons (11,000 against 13,000), compared with the same period last year. 
The market for some time past has been singularly free from speculation, and 
whatever rise we may have is likely to be solely due to legitimate trade. Looking 
to coal, matters in South Wales appear to be gloomier than ever, and the spirit of 
dogged obstinacy displayed by the men is not likely to hasten the solution of the 
difficulty.
